"Professor

Whether  she  was  crawling 
through  the  pyramids  of  Egypt, 
spending  Christmas  in  Namibia 
as  the  country  gained  its  inde- 
pendence, lunching  with  New 
York  Congressman  Charles 
Rangel  and  his  wife,  or  just  visit- 
ing with  the  president  of  Kenya. 
Dr  Gretta  A  Middleton  says  she 
never  forgot  her  native 
Charleston 

Currently  a  Charleston 
Southern  University  associate 
professor  of  political  science 
and  business  economics, 
Middleton  says  while  traveling 
the  world  as  a  business  consul- 
tant and  educator,  Charleston  to  her  was  a 
"facet  of  my  life  I  always  wanted  to  keep 
close  to  my  heart  " 

Though  her  education  and  work  expe- 
riences have  led  her  to  almost  every  conti- 
nent of  the  world,  including  such  places  as 
Malawi,  Zimbabwe.  Togo,  Senegal,  Zambia, 
Kenya,  Egypt,  Nigeria,  the  Republic  of 
South  Africa,  Thailand  and  Hong  Kong, 
Middleton  says  Charleston  is  home 

Born  on  Ian  2,  1945,  she  grew  up  with 
three  brothers  and  three  sisters  in  a  split- 
level  house  in  Charleston  near  Burke  High 
School,  She  developed  her  love  for  African 
Art  because  her  father,  a  talented  crafts- 
man, built  their  house  by  hand 

"He  made  floors  himself,  with  beauti- 


fully carved  artistry,"  she  explains,  adding, 
"I  felt  a  part  of  the  Charleston  tradition  of 
maintaining  our  heritage  through  our 

homes." 

Small  in  height,  but  regarded  by  many 
as  tall  in  stature,  Middleton  quickly  cap- 
tures a  visitor  s  attention  as  she  recounts 
her  many  travels  and  accomplishments 
After  spending  the  past  six  years  in  Africa, 
Middleton  says,  "I  am  very  excited  about 
what  I  am  able  to  bring  to  the  classroom 
Learning  is  living  what  we  study,"  she  adds 

Affectionately  known  around  campus 
as  the  "professor  of  life,"  Middleton  com- 
pleted primary  and  secondaryschools  in 
the  Charleston  area  before  obtaining  her 
undergraduate  degree  from  Bennett 
College  in  Greensboro,  N  C 

After  obtaining  her  bachelor  of  arts 
degree  in  business  and  political  science, 
she  entered  a  national  contest  sponsored 
by  the  Ford  Foundation  of  Foreign  Affairs 
Scholar  Program  and  won  an  internship 
with  the  State  Department  in  Washington, 
D  C  "That  solidified  my  interest  in  interna-

tional  affairs,"  she  adds 

She  then  enrolled  in  the  master's  pro- 
gram at  New  York  University  (NYU I  to  earn 
a  degree  in  public  administration  with  mul- 
tidisciplinary  studies  in  anthropology, 
political  science  and  economics  Because 
of  her  interest  in  developing  countries,  she 
decided  to  continue  her  studies  at  the 
University  of  Ghana  in  West  Africa  for  a 
semester  "Careful  consideration  should 
be  given  to  where  you  need  to  go  if  you 
want  to  learn  about  global  events,"  she 
adds 

After  finishing  her  master's  degree  she 
returned  to  NYU  in  1988  to  obtain  her  doc- 
torate in  economic  development  with  mul- 


tidisciplinary  studies  in  policy  analysis  and 
management  development 

After  being  selected  by  the  Agency  of 
International  Development,  she  went  to 
Zambia  to  provide  development  assistance 
and  strengthen  management  skills,  while 
working  in  the  office  of  the  president  of  the 
country  For  her  it  was  an  achievement  of  a 
lifetime  While  attending  the  University  of 
Ghana  she  had  the  opportunity  to  study  in 
a  foreign  setting  in  natural  surroundings 
She  also  had  the  chance  to  interact  with 
many  people  from  all  over  the  world. 

Middleton  tells  of  the  euphoric  feeling 
she  had  while  visiting  Kenya  on  one  of  her 
personal  trips  "One  is  able  to  be  free  in 
Africa,  to  be  yourself  and  interact  with  oth- 
ers," she  says  She  was  proud  to  be  there 
because  she  was  the  first  African-American 
that  the  Kenyans  in  a  remote  tribe  had  ever 
seen  While  there  she  was  able  to  give 
accounts  of  black  history  to  those  who 
knew  nothing  about  African-Americans  liv- 
ing in  the  United  States  She  saw  tens  of 
thousands  of  live  animals  in  their  natural 
habitats  and  says  "everything 
was  peaceful  and  untouched," 
adding,  "I  felt  welcomed  and  at 
home  " 

In  September,  Middleton 
was  married  for  the  first  time  to 
her  high  school  sweetheart  from 
30  years  ago  The  couple  is  now 
in  the  Charleston  area,  running 
the  family  owned  business, 
Wainwright  Printers  on  King 
Street 

Middleton  says  her  marriage 
is  the  highlight  of  her  life.  "I  ini- 
tially came  to  settle  my  family's 
estate,  but  then  1  ran  into  my 
husband-to-be  at  the  time,  and 
he  convinced  me  to  stay,"  she 
adds 

As  for  her  appointment  at 
Charleston  Southern,  Middleton 
says,  "CSU  and  I  chose  each  other  1  have 
spent  my  life  preparing  myself  for  such 
opportunities  as  these,"  she  adds 

Middleton  plans  to  give  public  read- 
ings of  her  letters  from  around  the  world 
and  hopes  to  one  day  have  them  pub- 
lished In  the  meantime,  she  fully  intends 
to  "continue  working  with  my  South  African 
allies  and  foreign  friends,"  she  says, 
adding,  "I  never  want  to  loose  touch  with 
the  international  community  "

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Brandon 
pursues 
excellence 

This  month,  Don  Brandon  76  and  his 
hometown  of  Fairbanks,  Alaska,  are  cele- 
brating the  10  year  anniversary  of 
Brandon's  establishing  the  world's  longest 
wheelchair  race  which  changed  forever  the 
way  Alaska  perceives  people  with  disabili- 
ties 

The  367-mile  push  from  Fairbanks  to 
Anchorage,  called  the  Midnite  Sun 
Marathon,  has  boldly  demonstrated 
Brandon's  belief  that  the  disabled  can  and 
should  pursue  excellence 

The  theme  of  the  marathon  each  year 
has  been  "If  I  can  do  this,  I  can  do  any- 
thing "  The  message  has  been  that  every- 
one should  set  challenging  goals  for  them- 
selves and  let  nothing  break  their  determi- 
nation 

Brandon  knows  firsthand  about  the 
importance  of  determination  It  took  as 
much  determination  for  Brandon  to  make 
it  to  the  starting  line  of  the  first  marathon 
as  it  did  to  reach  the  finish  line 

"People  thought  I  was  nuts,''  Brandon 
remembers  The  reaction,  says  Brandon, 
was  "You're  gonna  do  what7  You're  never 
gonna  make  it  " 

When  Brandon  began  planning  his 
first  wheelchair  race  he  had  to  withstand  a 
great  deal  of  criticism  Many  people 
believed  that  a  race  of  this  kind  would  do 
more  harm  than  good  They  thought  the 
participants  would  fail  to  finish  the  race 
and  would  be  discouraged  from  competing 


in  any  other  events 

Unfortunately,  this  attitude  became 
contagious.  In  spite  of  Brandon's  efforts  to 
found  the  event  as  a  fund-raiser  for  his 
two  developmentally  disabled  brothers, 
only  one  participant,  Tom  Carnahan,  met 
him  at  the  starting  line 

While  many  would  have  thrown  in  the 
towel  at  this  point,  Brandon  pushed  for- 
ward in  order  to  change  the  attitudes  of 
his  neighbors 

"They  just  grunted  their  way  down  the 
highway,"  says  spectator  Al  Talbot  "It's 
amazing  that  they  did  it  at  all  " 

After  79  hours  Brandon  made  it  to  the 
finish  line  and  won  the  race  because  he 
says  he  wanted  to  send  a  message. 

"I  wanted  the  marathon  to  be  an 
encouragement  for  those  in  wheelchairs 
and  an  eyeopener  for  those  who  are  not," 
Brandon  explains  "Plus,  I  knew  I  had  to 
prove  it  could  be  done  before  anyone 
would  try  it." 

After  the  race,  skepticism  turned  to 
praise  Brandon  even  received  a  letter  of 
congratulations  from  President  Reagan 

"In  successfully  completing  this  gruel- 
ing contest,  you  have  sent  a  message  of 
hope  throughout  the  nation  and  the 
world,"  Reagan  told  Brandon  "You  have 
proven  that  a  disability  does  not  have  to 
stand  in  the  way  of  a  full  and  active  life." 

Since  that  race,  athletes  from  all 
around  the  world  have  competed  in  the 
marathon  including  athletes  from 
Argentina,  Cuba,  New  Zealand  and  Bolivia. 

The  marathon  has  become  a  show- 
case not  for  disabilities  but  abilities  It  has 
also  become  a  showcase  of  Brandon's  life 
and  his  own  pursuit  of  excellence. 

Brandon's  life  has  served  as  the  per- 
fect example  of  how  to  be  a  pursuer  of 
excellence  even  when  you  are  confronted 
with  the  worst  of  circumstances 

At  the  age  of  I  7,  he  was  a  star  athlete 
and  the  quarterback  for  one  of  the  best 
high  school  football  teams  in  South 
Carolina  His  future  as  a  college  athlete 
couldn't  have  been  brighter 

But  in  the  spring  of  his  junior  year, 
Brandon  lost  control  of  his  car  on  a  rain- 
slick  highway  and  crashed  into  another  car, 
severing  his  spinal  cord  After  almost  a 
year  in  rehabilitation,  doctors  told 
Brandon  he  would  be  confined  to  a  wheel- 
chair for  the  rest  of  his  life 

Even  though  Brandon  was  robbed  of 
the  majority  of  his  dreams  that  night,  he 
never  lost  his  competitive  fire   He  just  pur- 


sued new  dreams 

"Until  this  time  the  only  thing  I  had  on 
my  mind  was  playing  college  ball," 
Brandon  recalls,  "but  God  had  other  plans 
for  me  I  suppose  I  could  have  sat  around 
the  rest  of  my  life  watching  television,  but 
I  knew  I  had  to  do  more  with  my  life  " 

About  a  year  after  his  accident,  a 
friend  dragged  him  to  hear  a  Christian 
comedian.  Brandon,  who  always  got  more 
out  of  football  practice  than  Sunday 
School,  ended  up  rededicating  his  life  to 
Christ  that  night  Later,  he  responded  to  a 
call  to  the  ministry. 

"I  never  thought  as  a  teenager  that  I 
would  pursue  a  religion  degree,  but  my 
accident  ultimately  served  as  a  springboard 
for  my  salvation  and  for  my  better  under- 
standing of  life,"  Brandon  admits. 

"I  started  to  realize  that  we  have  arms 
and  legs  to  help  us  do  things,  but  our  abil- 
ities are  really  based  on  who  we  are  and 
who  we  want  to  be  " 

Brandon  went  on  to  earn  a  degree  in 
religion  from  Charleston  Southern 
University  and  to  attend  Southwestern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary 

While  at  CSU,  Brandon  was  a  member 
of  BSU,  Ministerial  Alliance,  Fellowship  of 
Christian  Athletes,  and  chairman  of  the 
Church  Club  He  was  even  a  member  of  an 
unauthorized  group  of  students  who  trav- 
eled all  over  the  state  preaching  crusades 

Since  graduating  from  CSU,  Brandon 
has  owned  a  snow-plowing  business  and 
has  served  as  a  disabilities  act  coordinator 
for  the  University  of  Alaska  He  is  currently 
the  pastor  of  his  own  church,  Freedom  To 
Love  Church,  in  Fairbanks  Brandon 
started  the  church  two  years  ago  in  order 
to  teach  the  love  of  God  and  encourage 
people  to  love  themselves  and  their  neigh- 
bors 

Brandon,  now  40,  has  never  once 
doubted  his  ability  to  do  any  of  these  jobs 
from  his  wheelchair  However,  he  has 
struggled  with  the  doubts  of  others. 

"The  bottom  line  is  that  many  people 
look  at  those  with  disabilities  as  people 
who  can't  participate  in  society,"  Brandon 
says  "They  applaud  the  disabled  for  sim- 
ply being  average,  and  that  has  always 
bothered  me  " 

It  is  this  struggle  and  his  compet- 
itive fire  as  an  athlete  that  spurred 
Brandon  to  begin  the  Midnite  Sun 
Marathon  It  is  his  determination  to  pursue 
excellence  that  has  made  the  marathon  a 
success  ■
